Thanks be to God for all 
the bishops and spouses 
from E. Asia who at- 
tended the CCEA Bish- 
ops’ Meeting in Taiwan, 
October 3-8! From the 
closing service it was 
very clear that everyone 
had really enjoyed the 
conference, not just the 
hospitality, but also the programs. Originally we 
had invited Fr. Fang from Fu-Jen R. C. Univer- 
sity to lead a morning’s retreat on the subject of 
‘Mission in the Modern World from the Perspec- 
tive of O. T. Prophecy’. Unfortunately Fr. Fang 
was sick and unable to come, but he had printed 
out his lecture, and the bishops had some very 
fruitful discussions on this subject. Fr. Fang had 
also drawn on the teachings of Confucius - that a 


great person 
needs to start 
from their own 
self, then their 
family and out- 
wards from there. 


One of the high- 
lights of this con- 
ference was our 
day trip to Taroko Gorge, it was so inspiring for 
all of us, and all could understand how Taiwan 
was named ‘Formosa’, Portuguese for ‘Beautiful 
Island’. It gave us all a deeper understanding of 
God’s wonderful creation. In all my many years 
of going to Taroko Gorge, I have never had such 
amazing weather! There was sunshine, but also 
a light breeze. It was also good that our bishops 
had the chance to spend the Sunday in our local 
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churches. Throughout 
the conference, we all 
enjoyed the fellow- 
ship, the mutual en- 
couragement and be- 
ing recharged by the 
Holy Spirit. 


1 also give thanks to 
God for the many 
blessings He brought 
to our diocese through 
the wonderful 10-day 
visit during late May 
and early June of our 
old friend and mis- 
sionary, Rev. Peyton 
Craighill. We really 
appreciate him coming and running the training pro- 
gram, Member Mission, 3 times in total, once for all 
the clergy, and two workshops for laity. We were 
encouraged to think about how God uses us to carry 
on mission in 7 areas of our daily life: home, work, 
community, the wider world, leisure / recreation 
and church, both in our own spiritual health, and in 
our church life and its outreach activities. Peyton 
spent about 10 hours on each workshop and we 
really felt like we learned so much. We also appre- 
ciate the fact that at 82 years old, most others of the 
same age are enjoying their retirement and taking it 
easy, while Peyton came all the way from the USA 
to share with us about member mission. He also 
preached on the Sunday, and guided our younger 
clergy. Then after all his hard work in Taiwan, he 
went off to Hong Kong to participate as one of the 
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key speakers in the 
conference to mark the 
centenary of the An- 
glican Church in 
China. Peyton’s fa- 
ther was Bishop of 
Anqing, China (see 
photo left, Peyton is 
the small child in the 
center front!) so hav- 
ing been born and 
brought up in China 
until the age of 12, I 
believe that he was 
one of the only ones at 
the conference to be 
able to speak from his 
own personal experi- 
ence. His visit to us was a great blessing indeed! 


The other major event of recent months was partici- 
pating along, with 6 others from our diocese, in the 
77th General Convention in Indianapolis, USA 
from July 5-12. The main issue was same-sex 
blessings, which I did not vote for, because Asia 
continues to be a very conservative society and such 
a move would be unacceptable in our churches. 
This does not mean that we do not need to care for 
gay people, and when I came home from the USA I 
sent out a pastoral letter to all our clergy sharing 
with them about this issue. The Diocese of Taiwan 
will not be having same-sex blessings, but we do 
have a responsibility to care for gay people if and 
when they come to our churches. 


News from our sister diocese: the Diocese of Osaka, Japan

On July 15 & 16, our Diocese of Osaka mission 
conference was held, with attendance of around 80 
people from all the churches of the diocese. The 
subjects discussed were: (1) youth and children’s 
mission; (2) our rapidly aging society; (3) bringing 
up ordained and lay ministers; (4) a life filled with 
prayer and service of God; (5) how to serve the so- 
cial minorities. The participants were divided into 
five groups according to their own interests and 
mission. In each group people discussed seriously 


the given topics. The conference was characterized 
by the activities of young people, who made good 
preparations for the services, the closing one in par- 
ticular. The people who attended the conference 
will get together in November to discuss the devel- 
opments since the conference. 


From August 20-22, the Diocese of Osaka’s chil- 
dren’s camp was held on a camp site near Osaka 
City (in 2007 two friends from the Taiwan Episco- 


pal Church joined the same camp). The participat- 
ing children were above the 3rd year of primary 
school and below the 3rd year of junior high school. 
10 more children joined the camp in comparison 
with those who came last year. The children who 
have little chance to live in harmony with nature in 
everyday urban life enjoyed themselves in the 
mountains and rivers. 


The key-note bible verse was Luke 5:10, “From 
now on you will be catching people.” Through the 
camp activities, the children learned how much God 
loves each of them. In the services they prayed to 
thank God for His love. They also acted a skit in 
which Jesus calls Peter and Andrew. After the 
camp, all the children and young staff members 
who served as leaders felt how they had grown up 


spiritually by the grace of God. 


From August 23-26, the 6th NSKK youth confer- 
ence was held in the disaster-hit Tohoku District. 
The conference has been held once every 4 years 
since 1992. The young people over 18 get together 
to join various programs in consideration of the 
situation of the place where it is held. This year the 
conference was held in Tohoku district, disastrously 
hit by the East-Japan Great Earthquake and Tsu- 
nami on 11 March, 2011. 73 young people took 
part in the conference under the theme “Remember 
— Keep the light.” Those who have the same faith 
could have the same experience by seeing and feel- 
ing various situations in the disaster-hit areas.

Reflections on General Convention 2012

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After a very intense and tight eight-day schedule of 
many long legislative sessions of the General Con- 
vention in Indianapolis from July 5 to 12, it took me 
almost another month and a half to simmer down 
and to try to report objectively my 2012 General 
Convention experience with friends back in Tatwan 
and our reflections from the Taiwan deputation to 
our friends around the world. 


The most controversial issue in the General Con- 
vention was of course the liturgy for the blessing of 
same-sex relationships. After serious debate in 
which the opposition side was allowed priority time 
to present their grounds, the Convention voted by a 
large majority in favor of the resolution to authorize 
a rite for the blessing of same-sex couples with pro- 
visional clauses to protect those clergy and churches 
that do not agree with the theological reasoning be- 
hind and do not want to use this rite in their dio- 
ceses. Bishop Lai and the Taiwan deputation at the 
House of Deputies voted opposed to the resolution 
reflecting the general consensus of the Episcopali- 
ans in our Diocese. Most Christians in Taiwan be- 


lieve that marriage as a sacrament is between a man 
and a woman, and some worry about the disintegra- 
tion of the worldwide Anglican Communion over 
this issue. However, my personal observation is 
that the Episcopal Church as represented in the 
General Convention is really sincere in keeping the 
conversation going and in reaching out in dialogue 
with the rest of the Anglican Communion on this 
issue. As Taiwan is becoming more and more pro- 
gressive and liberal in social issues, the LGBT con- 
troversy is bound to emerge to challenge Christian 
thinking in the church. The Diocese of Taiwan in- 
evitably will bring the issue in discussion among 
ourselves and with others sooner or later. 


The most important item on the Convention agenda 
for both the House of Bishops and the House of 
Deputies to deliberate and vote on was the proposed 
budget for the next triennium (2013-2015). The 
budget presented to the House of Deputies was 
structured around the Five Marks of Mission of the 
Anglican Communion and it clearly showed maneu- 
vers from different constituencies of the Church and 


tug of wars between the Presiding Bishop and the 
President of the House of Deputies. With a decline 
of membership in the Episcopal Church, both the 
Bishops and the deputies tried very hard to make the 
triennial budget appropriate to deal with the crucial 
issues and priorities the Church will face. It is over- 
all mission based and mission centered. Although 
the budget is shrinking, I was impressed to see mo- 
tions on the floor in the House of Deputies to in- 
crease money allocation to experimental mission 
programs, planting new churches, programs helping 
with poverty and minority needs won almost unani- 
mous “yes” votes. 


Another resolution dealing with reimagining the 
Church called for the creation of a Task Force that 
will report back to the General Convention in three 
years’ time on how to restructure and recreate the 
Church passed with unanimity by the House of 
Deputies. The resolution definitely will have a far- 
reaching impact on the direction for the Episcopal 
Church. 


During the General Convention, the Diocese of Tai- 
wan, Bishop Lai, and deputies of participants from 
Taiwan were especially honored to be invited to at- 
tend an award ceremony celebrating Apostles in 
Transformational Stewardship sponsored by the 
Episcopal Network for Stewardship on July 6, 2012. 
The Rev. Dr. Charles C. T. 
Chen of the Episcopal Dio- 
cese of Taiwan was among 
the four recipients of the 
Awards. Through the vi- 
sionary leadership of Fr. 
Chen at St. James’ Episco- 
pal Church and Kindergar- 
ten in Taichung, Taiwan, he 
raised enough money to 
fund the construction of 
twelve churches in the Epis- 
copal Diocese of the Central 7 
Philippines. After Fr. Chen ™ 
gave his moving award esi 
speech along the theme of 
“Tt is more blessed to give 
than receive”, the audience 
applauded and gave him a 
standing ovation. As repre- 
sentatives from Taiwan 
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we shared proudly with him his honor in receiving 
the Award on the special occasion. 


The General Convention is a very good example of 
shared governance of the Episcopal Church. Major 
policy decisions were reached through joint efforts 
of the House of Bishops and the House of Deputies. 
We shared the Good News, witnessed God’s recon- 
ciling work, and followed the guidance of the Spirit 
in the Convention. As the Church is at a crossroad 
undergoing a drastic structural change in the coming 
years, laity will play a more important role in the 
leadership of the Church. 


A final note of appreciation goes to John and Angela 
Cox-Ford. John was a Convention volunteer from 
the Diocese of Indianapolis. He looked very hard 
for us in the Convention Center and invited Bishop 
Lai and all of us from Taiwan to their lovely home 
in Indianapolis for dinner. Angela was in Taiwan 
several years ago for a summer and was a member at 
St. James’ Episcopal Church in Taichung; she has 
fond memories of her experiences in Taiwan. An- 
gela prepared a wonderful dinner with delicious des- 
serts for us. We had a peaceful compline at their 
home after dinner. We came back to Taiwan from 
Indianapolis with a firm belief that in God we truly 
are one family. 


ENS: ‘Awards honor 4 dioceses for creative stewardship programs’ 


Good stewardship can be a transforming experi- 
ence, and the Episcopal Network for Steward- 

ship celebrated four success stories with its Apos- 
tles in Transformational Stewardship awards during 
a July 6 reception at General Convention, meeting 
here. 


TENS president J.R. Lander and the Rev. Laurel 
Johnston, the Episcopal Church’s program office 
for stewardship, welcomed representatives of four 
dioceses - New Hampshire, Ohio, Oklahoma and 
Taiwan — who accepted awards recognizing innova- 
tive, creative programs emphasizing stewardship of 
time, talent and treasure. 


The award winners were nominated by their dio- 
ceses at the request of TENS. Short video presenta- 
tions described the programs and their effects. 


Following the awards presentation, the gathering 
heard a keynote address from the Rev. Canon 
Edwin Bacon, rector of All Saints Episcopal 
Church, Pasadena, in the Diocese of Los Angeles. 


First honored was the Rev. Charles C.T. Chen of St. 
James’ Episcopal Church and Kindergarten in 
Taichung, Taiwan, which has funded the construc- 
tion of 12 other churches, although it is not a par- 
ticularly wealthy congregation. 


“T pray that our example may be challenging and 
inspiring to others in Taiwan and throughout the 
world to serve others,” Chen told the gathering 
when accepting the award. “The world is full of 
selfishness and greed and the world 1s also full of 
corruption and indifference and, in the personal, 
broken relationships. Everyone wants to serve 
themselves, not others. We can show the world the 
joy that comes from serving others and serving 
Christ, 


Elizabeth McKay Moosbrugger of St. Paul’s, Cleve- 
land Heights, Ohio, led the Diocese of Ohio’s 
“Bricks for Haiti” project, a response to the January 
2012 earthquake that leveled much of the nation’s 
infrastructure, including the Episcopal Cathedral of 
the Holy Trinity, which had been a center of com- 
munity life in Port-au-Prince. Moosbrugger inspired 
congregations in her diocese to find creative ways 
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to raise money to contribute to the Episcopal 
Church’s relief efforts in Haiti. 


“T’ve been astounded by the power of that word, 
‘yes,’” said Moosbrugger of the unexpectedly suc- 
cessful campaign, which raised more than 115% of 
its financial goal. “My ‘yes’ was followed by 68 
parishes saying ‘yes.’” The efforts in Ohio, she said, 
also inspired other dioceses to assist Haiti, which is 
the largest diocese in the Episcopal Church. 


“T am honored to accept this award on behalf of all 
those who say yes to transforming the world 
through stewardship,” she concluded. 


Field Griffen of the Diocese of Oklahoma’s stew- 
ardship commission accepted the TENS award on 
behalf of the diocese. The commission created an 
annual giving campaign titled “Gratitude, Prayer 
and Faith,” which was intended “to bring about life- 
changing attitudes toward gratitude, giving and dis- 
cipleship,” according to a program description. 
“While often our culture stresses the contractual 
nature of giving, [the program] addresses the joyful 
nature of covenantal giving,” the description said. 


Some congregations achieved a 30% increase in 
giving and many first-time pledgers. 


“Retelling people what they already know about 
stewardship is not enough,” Field said as he ac- 
cepted the award, adding that what is necessary for 
success is to build a program that can transform 
lives. 


Clergy, lay leaders and diocesan leaders in the Dio- 
cese of New Hampshire built a stewardship pro- 
gram based on a rule of life and spiritual depth, 
“founded on prayer, non-profit management excel- 
lence and theological principles of stewardship,” 
according to a program description. Program lead- 
ers produced video messages, preaching notes and a 
campaign manual, as well as an annual stewardship 
institute. The result was a diocesan-wide increase in 
giving of 10% in a time of economic downturn. 


“This award tells the clergy, lay leaders and congre- 
gational donors of New Hampshire that courage, 
prayer and hard work do pay off,” said the Rev. 
Charles LaFond, canon for congregational life for 
the diocese. 


The people who built the program adopted a can-do 
attitude, he said. “When the recession hit, we 
prayed for mountains to be moved — and we brought 
our shovels.” 


In his keynote address, Bacon described the impor- 
tance of generosity, which he said was the heart of 
stewardship. “One of my favorite geographical fea- 
tures on the planet is the headwaters at the top of 
the Jordan River — so tiny and insignificant, but it 
flows into this great river, then into the Sea of Gali- 
lee,” he said. 


The Sea is full of life, he continued — families and 
fishermen and boaters and jet skiers. Then the Jor- 
dan flows out of the Sea of Galilee into the Dead 
Sea — which is dead because nothing flows out of 
it, Bacon said. 


“We want you to be a Sea of Galilee, not a Dead 
Sea,” he told the assembly. “Absolutely everything 
we have is a gift from God. It is a great pleasure to 
give and give.”

My Return to Taiwan!

Last fall, I was much sur- 
prised to find myself invited 
to a study conference in 
Hong Kong on the history of 
the Anglican Church in 
China, to be held during the 
first week of June, 2012.

After news that I was going 
to Hong Kong got to my 
friends in Taiwan, they asked | 
if I could stop through on my 
way there. This opened up an 
opportunity I had been 
dreaming about — leading 
three workshops about trans- 
forming congregations in 
Taiwan from an attractional 
model of ministry to a mis- 
sional model. Here was an opportunity straight from 
God to continue the work that, in 1959 through 
1978, I had begun of preparing Taiwanese Chris- 
tians to serve with Christ in his mission on that is- 
land! 


I was thrilled at the possibility — but also deeply ap- 
prehensive. At the age of 82, would I have the en-

ergy to carry on such a de- 
manding plan? But God 
wouldn’t let me say no. He 
kept bugging me to go. So 
with much trepidation, I 
agreed to the plan and began 
preparing for it. While de- 
manding, it turned out to be 
one of the best events of my 
life. 


When my plane touched 
down in Taiwan, I was so 
glad to be back in Taipei! In 
addition to returning to my 
longtime home, Taipei looked 
so lush, green, and yes, beau- 
tiful! I never thought I would 
call Taipei beautiful. But now 
that trees, bushes, and flowers planted during my 
early years in Taiwan have come to maturity, in 
summer, the city actually is — beautiful! 


I dwell on this fact because I think it says some- 
thing about Taiwan in general. In 1959, when I first 
arrived in Taiwan, average annual per capita in- 
come was US$190 a year. Now it’s over $37,000,

making Taiwan ranked nineteenth in the world. At 
that time, very few students had a chance to go to 
college. Now, everyone who can afford a college 
education can be accepted. The air over Taipei is 
much better than when I left in 1997 because the 
low-tech, air-polluting factories have been moved to 
China or Vietnam — taking the pollution with them. 
In politics, Taiwan has changed from a police state 
to a wide-open, two-party democracy. 


All these and many other indicators point to a 
much-improved lifestyle for the residents of Tai- 
wan. But when I asked about the spiritual condition 
of the population, everyone I asked said that the 
mood of the people as a whole is pes- 
simistic. When I asked them why, the 
reply I heard was that they had no vi- 
sion for the future. People don’t want 
to marry and have babies, and those 
who do marry have a rising rate of 
divorce. As a result, the population is 
declining. 


When I asked about church growth, I 
was told that the Christian community 
remains the same size as when I left — 
about 4 percent of the population. Yet 
the spirit that I felt in the congrega- 
tions that I visited was joy in the Lord 
and happiness in their congregations. 


What about the three workshops that 
brought me from America to gather 
with members of the Taiwan Episco- 
pal Church from all over the island? 
During the course of the daylong ses- 


sions, I was deeply stirred by the manifestation of 
the Spirit at work among us. Was our situation simi- 
lar to the experience of Paul in the Roman Empire 
when, in the face of troubling demoralization, he 
experienced Christ at work, bringing new light into 
darkness? As participants filled out their worksheets 
on their daily-life missions and shared them with 
each other, were they inspired by the same vision of 
Christ on mission in Taiwan? Was this why the re- 
porters from each small-group reported with so 
much enthusiasm? Perhaps they didn’t know them- 
selves what was happening. But I sensed the Spirit 
at work in their midst. Once again, human adversity 
is God’s opportunity! 


All the generation of students that I supervised in 
seminary has retired with one notable exception — 
Bishop David Lai. I had a good opportunity to get 
to know their replacements now active in this gen- 
eration, and I’m impressed by them. Many are the 
products of our ministry at St. John’s University, 
north of Taipei. If for no other reason, the labor and 
recourses that have gone into that great endeavor 
are justified by this fine outcome.

Member mission is based on seven basic truths 
about God and our relationship with the Lord. 


God is on mission. God is on mission everywhere 
all the time. God is always working with us and 
through us to make the world all that it can be. 
Wherever there is love and justice, God is at work. 
The Lord's mission is to bring love and justice 
wherever they are blocked and to maintain or in- 
crease them where they are already present. 


God's mission has a church. The church does not 
have a mission. Rather, God's mission has a church. 
The church is the visible instrument of God's mis- 
sion and, so, collaborates with any person or group 
working for greater love and justice.

God is as concerned about how we live from 
Monday to Saturday as about what we do on 
Sunday. We know about "congregational missions" 
at church or under the church's "banner." Beyond 
church, the other kind of mission work begins. 
"Member missions" are what church members do 
daily on their own at home, at work, in their com- 
munities, in the wider world, during their leisure, 
and for their spiritual health, as well as what they 
do in their church's life and its outreach. Since, the 
members go everywhere in the world each day, 
what they do can have far greater impact on the 
world than what they do together as church. 


Today, churches are often sidelined when critical 


decisions are made. But, the members are 

not! Spirituality — our relationship with God and 
how it influences what we do — needs to go public. 
Go beyond a spirituality focused on our private 
lives and inner struggles. Focus on our public lives 
where we can often do the most good for Christ by 
carrying our Christian values into the world. We do 
not impose our beliefs on others but, rather, to al- 
low our faith to guide our behavior in every facet of 
our lives. This way we can influence the political, 
social, and individual decisions that affect every- 
one. 


Move toward making your congregation's basic 
purpose be to support all of the members in 
their daily living as Christians. In time, let this 
become its primary purpose. More and more of you 
will come to see that it's in this purpose that God's 
greatest presence and power can be found. God's 
work in the world will thrive. 


We are God's coworkers; Jesus Christ is the vic- 
tor over evil and shares that power over evil 


with us. As we choose to do God's work, we look 
to Jesus for help to get it done. Jesus overcame evil 
in his lifetime through his teaching and heal- 

ing. Even crucifixion did not kill Jesus or destroy 
his message. His resurrection is the ultimate vic- 
tory over evil. Evil will never have the final 

say. We are not alone when we struggle with 

evil. We join Jesus in his mission—"As the Father 
has sent me, so I send you . . . Receive the Holy 
Spirit" (John 20:21-22). He shares his power with 
us, the power of the Holy Spirit, to cope with evil, 
sin, and death in our own daily missions. 


Our daily missions are to live the gospel in each 
of our daily mission fields. We are here to love 
each other and to seek justice for all. We share in 
God's mission by what we do and by what we say. 
We draw on our church life and each other for the 
support, the guidance, and the power we need to do 
God's work.

St. John’s University, like all other universities in 
Taiwan faces a constant challenge of balancing 
quality and quantity when it comes to student re- 
cruitment. We want to have full enrollment, but 
preferably not at the cost of having to lower stan- 
dards of admission. Taiwan’s birth rate continues 
to decrease, and universities and colleges offer ever 
more generous incentives to attract students! This 
has coincided with a thawing of relationships across 
the Taiwan Strait so that students from Mainland 
China are slowly being welcomed to study here in 
Taiwan. The numbers are strictly controlled by the 
government but are gradually increasing; this se- 
mester St. John’s University has more than in previ- 
ous years. 


A total of 71 students from overseas are enrolled for 
this semester at St. John’s University. Most are 
from Mainland China, here for one or two semes- 
ters. Three students from Mainland China are en-
